Neil 1Iscoe moved and Eleanor McKinney seconded a motion to recommend to
Council the following resolution:

Whereas, the Barton Springs Food and Drink and Butler Pitch and Putt
concessions have been operating since 1987 without a current contract; and

Whereas, the Parks and Recreation Board has no problems on record
concerning the current operation of these concessions; and

WVhereas, the Annual Report on Concessions will be presented to the Parks
and Recreation Board on October 27 for a 30 day review period; and

Vhereas, awarding these contracts at this time is not in the best interest
of the City of Austin; and

Be It Resolved, that the Parks and Recreation Board recommends that the
City Council not award these concession contracts until the Parks Board
brings to Council a proposed Concession Policy.

The Parks and Recreation Board will hold a public hearing on the proposed
concession policy on November 17, make their final recommendations at their
regular meeting of November 24 and bring the concession policy
recommendation to the City Council on December 3.

The motion passed 4-2 with one member abstaining.

The bylaw revisions were tabled to the ByLaws Committee on a 7-0 vote. A
recommendation from the Committee is expected at the November 10 meeting.
